Lest  right,  the  14th,  I  interviewed  Secretary  of 
State  HULL  and.  in  accordance  with  your  telegram, 
explained  to  him  that  the  article  on  the  CHIN*. 

Affairs  in  the  JAPANESE  draft  includes  al]  the  items 
except  the  item  cf  immigration  mentioned  in  the  firs 
draft.  The  Secretary  of  State  tcld  me  that  it  night 
be  necessary  to  arrive  at  an  understanding:  with  CHINA 
and  GREAT  BRITAIN  beforehand.  Then,  avoiding  a 
debating  attitude,  v;c  had  a  conciliatory  talk  in  the 
manner  of  an  ordinary  conversation. 

First  of  -’ll,  we  talked  of  the  security  cf  U.S.A. 

I  trld  him  that  tnoro  is  no  other  country  as  safe  as 
the  U.S.A.  in  national  defense,  and  one  without  danger 
of  invasions  from  other  countries.  I  told  him  that 
consequently  JAPAN  cannot  understand  her  (U.S.A.) 
eagerness  to  participate  in  v/ar.  The  Secretary  of 
State  then  asked  me  if  I  had  read  his  speech  at  tho 
meeting  of  the  Society  of  International  Law  on  April  24. 
He  told  no  that  he  knows  SOUTH  AMERICA ,  and  if  HITLER, 
after  having  conquered  Europe,  should  extend  his  forces 
into  this  area,  there  was  fear  of  some  of  the  countries 
being  conquered  at  once.  He  said  that  consequently 
it  vr.s  necessary  to  have  command  of  the  sea,  but  if 
GREAT  BRITAIN  should  be  conquered  and  a  QUISLING  of 
BRITAIN  should  hand  her  navy  over  to  GERMANY,  this 
was  Possible.  He  told  me  this  sc  solemnly  that  I  said 
to  him  that  I  had  heard  that  there  is  a  strict  pledge 
that  BRITAIN  will  not  give  her  ravy  to  GERMANY.'  When 
I  told  him  that  his  words  ni^ht  be  a  little  too 
fantastic,  he  replied  that  although  FRANCE  had  often 
stated  that  she  would  not  hand  her  fleet  over  tc 
GERMANY,  D ARLAN  and  LAVAL  are  ab^ut  to  hand  it  over  to 
her.  He  said  that  therefore  the  U.S.A.  must  take  such 
a  possibility  into  consideration  and  give  assistance 
to  CHURCHILL'S  f'overnment,  not  losing  any  opportunity; 
this  is  net  for  the  protection  of  democracy  but  was 
absolutely  necessary  f^r  the  sake  of  U.S.A.  herself. 
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(I  take  this  opportunity  to  report  that  Captain 
F/AKURO  is  working  from  the  side  in  various  ways  to 
make  U.S.A.  give  uo  her  oonvoy).  The  Secretary  of 
State  said  that  he  believes  that  JA?AN*s  policy  is 
to  check  the  AMERICAN  assistance  to  GREaT  BRITAIN, 
and  added  that  Foreign  Minister  5IATSU0KA  is  said  to 
have  threatened  GREW  and  told  him  that  JAPAN  v/ould 
oven  take  ud  arms  if  necossary.  He  told  me  however 
that  the  contents  of  the  interview  now  in  progress 
were  not  bein^  reported  even  to  ORE”/.  As  for  land  inf 
operations  on  the  BRITISH  ISLES,  he  seemed  to  consider 
it  possible,  although  difficult.  When  I  asked  him  if 
there  were  any  movements  for  nonce,  in  connection  with 
the  landinr  of  HESS  in  Scotland,  he  answered  that  he 
knew  nothing  about  a  movement  for  pence  and  that 
though  he  did  not  know  the  true  circumstances  of 
HESS's  going  to  the  BRITISH  ISLES ,  ho  thought  it  was 
a  partial  disintegration  of  tne  GERMAN  Government. 

I  pointed  out  the  interview  of  Your  Excellency 
with  GREW  as  well  r.s  the  possibility  of  the  AMERICAN 
Fleet  entering  SINGAPORE  nnd  JAPAN  being  caught  in 
her  own  trap  knowingly.  This  brought  about  an 
unforeseen  effect  and  it  seemed  that  his  suspicions 
concerning  our  armed  advance  to  the  South  could  not 
be  dispelled.  Theroforo,  I  explained  to  him  in 
details  that  after  settling  the  CHINA  Affair.  JAPAN 
would  never,  by  momentum,  march  southward,  and  break 
her  promise;  but  he  was  not  convinced.  Citing  HITLER 
as  an  example  he  said  that  since  1933  he  has  continued 
to  fully  study  HITLER,  but  treaties  were  concluded, 
and  then  abolished,  and  that  it  was  the  same  in  the 
case  of  the  MUNICH  Pact.  He  added  that  even  NAPOLEON 
concluded  six  treaties  and  promptly  violated  them. 

My  opinion  is  that  the  Secretary  of  State  already 
understands  thoroughly  the  policy  and  intentions  of 
the  Japanese  Government.  At  present  we  have  off erred 
a  proposal  and  we  are  calmly  awaiting  the  attitude 
the  U.S.A.  will  take,  but  I  think  now  is  the  time  to 
endeavor  tc  establish  an  understanding  betv/een  the  two 
countries  while  the  U.S,  Government  is  still  enthusiastic 
and  before  obstacles  arise.  All  those  concerned  in  this 
field  are  of  the  same  opinion.  (El®)

negotiation  proposed  by  AMERICA.  Tho  GERMAN 
Government  ref  rets  that  the  JAPANESE  Go\’ernnont 
did  r.  t  wait  for  an  opinion  of  the  GERMAN  Government 
before  onswerin  *  the  AMERICAN  Govornncnt.  The  mein 
object  of  the  Triportite  Pact,  which  was  concluded 
lest  year  for  oolitic  ’.1  end  n^ral  cocaer.ation  emone 
Germany,  Italy  and  Jauan,  v/as  to  stop  a  third  power 
from  participating  in  the  xr. r. 

This  Pact  hes  served  the  above  purecso  up  to 
this  day,  and  v/ill  do  the  sane  in  the  future,  as  low; 
as  the  close  cooperation  of  the  united  front  of  the 
three  ccuntries  is  maintained.  Any  treaty  concluded 
between  cnoof  the  Throe  Powers  with  a  third  country 
other  than  the  Three  Powers,  would  neon  the  weakening 
of  the  front  of  the  Three  Powers.  Thus  it  v/ill 
urobnbly  abate  the  political  effects  of  this  Pact. 

In  suite  of  this,  if  the  JAPANESE  Government 
cannot  avoid  negotiating  with  the  U.S.  Government  in 
re card  to  the  JAPANESE- AMERICAN  relations,  it  is 
essential  .t  least  to  make  it  imnossible  beforehand 
for  the  said  disadvantageous  effect  to  take  place, 
because  actually  (thou"h  not  fr;n  the  viewooint  of 
international  law)  AMERICA  is  a  hostile  country  t^ 
the  axis  o^vrars.

Hcv/evor,  this 
conference  did  not  make  the  desired  Progress.  This 
was  due  to  the  f-’Ct  that  there  were  alienating  and 
slanderous  propaganda  mnteiinls  from  various  quarters 
imported  into  this  country.  The  revision  of  each 
word  and  phrase  created  suspicion  and  conjecture, 
because  the  delicate  international  relationship,  scorns 
to  have  reflected  itself  upon  the  conference.  The 
situation  being  °.s  above  mentioned,  I  consulted  with 
the  Secretary  of  State  for  or.e  hour  and  a  half  yesterday, 
Saturday. 

His  opinions  so  far,  are  as  fallows: 

1.  Maintenance  of  peace  in  the  PACIFIC  is  the 
princirle  of  this  understanding,  and  this  tv  int  shall 
be  made  clear  to  everyone.  ’Ve  do  net  want  tc  j  ive  the 
impression  of  trickery  to  uryono.  V/ith  this  assurance, 
he  car.  fuiry  persuade  the  business  circles  to  qivc 
financial  and  economic  cooperation  in  the  relationship 
between  JAPAN  and  the  UNITED  STATES.  He  strtci  the 
same  thin;*  two  or  three  tines. 

?.  T-vothcr  with  the  PACIFIC  problem,  b^th  JAPAN 
and  the  UNITED  STATES  will  have  connections  with  the 
EUROPE/”  war  and  the  CHINA  Incident. 

The  UNITED  STATES  considers  the  CHINA  problem  a 
most  serious  one,  and  she  will  t^ke  oteos  in  the  near 
future  f^i  the  improvement  pf  relationships  between 
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JA’VJ'  end  the  UNIT.ED  STATES,  betv/eon  the  UNITED  STATES 
end  CHINA,  end  botv/cen  J AP  AN  end  CHITA.  He  said  that 
thcrcfrrc  CHITA  shruld  take  cere  net  to  rive  the 
UNITED  STATES  en  unfavourable  inercssicn  rf  her.  ’Then 
I  askod  v/hy  the  Prcsidont  of  the  UNITED  STATES  could 
not  vrluntarily  advise  ncrce  to  CHITA  for  the  s"ke 
of  ne'-ce  in  the  Pacific  Ocean  and  welfare  of  mankind, 
he  said  thet  the  natter  depended  on  the  question  of 
whether  or  not  both  our  notions  could  spiritually 
unite  in  this  understand  in:*. 

3.  Regarding  the  EUn(PE/iIi  war,  he  repeatedly 
said  thet  HITTER  is  planning  world  conauest.  Should 
BRITAIN  be  defeated,  the  ATLANTIC  OCEAN  would  be  con¬ 
trolled  by  HITLER,  and  SOUTH  AMERICA  would  becone  his 
source  of  supply.  Therefore,  the  UNITED  STATES  will 
be  nenr.ced .  There  are  fifteen  countries  that  were 
easily  conquered,  since  they  were  relaxed  until  he 
invaded  their  boundaries.  The  Secretary  of  State  said 
several  tines  that  the  UNITED  STATES  does  not  desire 
to  follow  suit,  and  he  repeated  what  he  usually  said 
in  public  speeches  about  the  AMERICAN  *'?ay  of  self- 
defense.  (This  idea  implies  the  danger  of  AMERICA'S 
participation  in  the  war,  and  I  have  endeavoured 
many  tines  to  correct  it  according  to  your  line  of 
instructic ns ,  but  at  present  it  is  hopeless.  It  is 
not  believed,  however,  that  the  UNITED  STATES  will 
inmed lately  enter  the  war.  Thether  or  not  we  are  able 
to  check  AMERICA’S  participation  in  the  war  will  be 
the  chief  point  in  our  future  diplomacy  with  the 
UNITED  STATES.)  He  also  said  that  it  was  not  the 
tine  for  suggesting  peace-making.  Since  Y/II’ANT  cane 
hone,  there  were  many  rumors,  but  .as  you  know,  the 
President  has  strongly  denied  then. 

4.  Placing  importance  in  the  principle  of 
conneric.al  equality  or  indiscrimination  in  the  PACIFIC* 
Ocean  Area  (*the  character  not  being  clear,  the  word 
can  be  re-.d  either  "PACIFIC  Ocean"  or  "ATLANTIC" 

Ocean),  the  UNITED  STATES  is  carrying  out  this  policy 
on  the  AMERICAN  Continent.  I  believe  that  if  JAPAN 
follows  this  principle  she  will  lose  nothing  at  present. 
In  fact,  there  v/ill  be  no  reason  for  AMERICA  who  is 
expanding  toward  EUROPE  to  prevent  JAPAN'S  progress. 

I  said  that  if  we  failed  to  reach  an  understanding 
regarding  these  fundamentals.  I  v/ill  have  no  interest 
in  any  draft  of  an  understanding. 
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In  re  T.rds  tc  the  r.bcve,  even  in  diplonrcy, 
it  is  difficult  tc  always  be  honest.  and  I  feel  the 
necessity  of  o.  lateral  operation.  ’Vo  rre  neither 
ootinistic,  nor  nessinic tic ,  'Vo  will  do  our  test 
to  follow  y  nr  instructions.  A 3  len;*  r.s  no  unfore¬ 
seen  circunstanie  arises,  there  is  q  uossioilicy 
that  I  can  sonehov;  clear  up  tho  pending  natters, 
and  make  a  rencrc  within  auproxinately  ton  days. 

Ve  do  not  have  any  doubt  as  to  their  er.thusinsn. 
Vie  have  had  two  cr  three  conferences  every  v/eek.  ~nd 
whenever  we  ask  far  a  neetin<;,  they  neet  us  on  the 
very  sane  nirht,  V/hon  we  leave,  they  always  tell 
us  to  cone  at  anytime. 

The  Secretary  of  State  -  nd  the  President  both 
van  re  o  to  the  fundamental  idea.  The  Secretary  of  State 
said  that  he  wished  the  fornal  text  of  the  under¬ 
standing1  be  obvious  at  .a  •'lance.

The  position  of  the  Government  of  the  United  otate3  towerd  the 
military  movement  of  conquest  inaugurated  by  i'r.  Hitler  ic  set  forth 
in  a  public  address  made  oy  the  Secretary  of  State  on  April  24,  1941, 
Some  extracts  which  ere  directly  in  point  and  tfiich  are  buaie  in 
relation  to  the  entire  situation  are  as  follows— 

The  forsgeing  statements  make  it  clear  that  the  attitude  of  the 
Government  of  the  Unite!  i-tates  thereof  resol'/e  to  take  measure  of 
self-defence  in  resistance  to  a  movement,  which  &3  has  been  n.ad9 
unequivocally  clear  by  the  acts  and  utterances  of  Kitlar,  is  directed 
to  world  conquest  by  force  from  which  r.o  country  and  no  area  are 
cxcoptod.  This  attitude  is  based  upon  a  U03t  fumirm-entai  considera¬ 
tion  -  -  that  of  the  inalienable  rights  :f  self- defers.  The  only 
other  attitude  this  Gc  ©rnmeut  ecu  Id  assure  vr.  ild  oe  the  suicidal 
attitude  of  3cme  fifteen  ^ou.itrios  in  knrepa  which  also  wa^e  told,  as 
our  country  is  being  told,  thrt  they  would  not  be  r.oLC-oted  but  that 
if  they  should  urd ei-' ahe  to  resist  leyend  thoir  oir..  coundanes  they 
•aaild  be  charged  v-ith  being  aggressors  and  with  having  assumed  the 
offensive.

V...ile  I  was  awaiting  some  instructions  from  you,  the  Russo-German 
war  broke  out.  I  car.  ui.dersta.nd  your  distress  and  you  have  my 
sympathy.  I  am  reporting  an  outline  of  ay  opinion. 

The  U.  5.  does  not  deoiro  a  two-front  war,  so  naturally  they  hope 
for  peace  on  the  Pacific  Ocean.  However,  as  yo\i  know,  they  are  snoodily 
preparing  for  measures  in  case  this  is  impossible.  In  regard  to  their 
attitude  towpjd  the  Fur op.  on  War,  they  are  trying  to  reserve  the 
freedom  of  action  in  tho  draft  of  the  Japanese-Acerican  Understanding, 
nowuver,  actually  in  all  probability,  they  will  not  participate  in  the 
war  for  some  timo  to  come.  Upon  establishing  the  JapaneBe-Amorican 
Understanding,  there  is  soao  scope  of  possibilities  of  diplomat icolly 
restraining  her  attitude  of  participation.  Since  the  outbreak  of  the 
Kueso-Germar.  War,  particular  attention  is  being  paid  to  Japan's  moves 
rnd  the  U.  S.  will  probably  make  tho  following  observations! 

■hat  although  the  Japanese  position  hrs  become  froo  duo  to  the 
elimination  of  Soviet  Russia's  pressure  against  Japan,  it  will 
probably  be  difficult  for  Japan  to  advanco  into  Siberia  in  a  grand 
scale  as  long  as  the  China  affair  is  not  settled.  Also,  as  far  as 
oapar.  o  southward  expansion  is  concerned,  the  defenses  in  those  areas 
nave  been  tightened  the  past  few  months  with  American,  British  and 
Dutch  airplanes  =rd  submarines. 

Furthermore,  they  underestimate  the  strength  of  the  Japaneoo 
air  :orce  and  think  that  Japan  will  probably  bo  cautious  about  advancing 
southward  because  of  the  fear  of  a  grand  scale  warfare  with  Britain 
pnd  the  U.,S.  It  seems  that  they  feel  that  Japan  will,  for  the  time 
being,  tnko  the  policy  of  "wait  and  ooe. ” 

1'r.o  fact  that  the  U.  S.  is  cautious  about  aiding  •  Soviet  Russia,  is 
Just  ns  I  have  previously  reported.  Ever,  if  the  U.  S.  attests  to 
carry  it  out,  it  would  probably  be  difficult. 

*it  any  rate,  should  the  U.  S.  Government  lose  the  hones  for  a 
Japaneao-Acerican  Understanding,  tho  work  of  improving  the  Japanese- 
Americaa  relations  will  come  to  an  end.  Subuequently,  the  path  will 
automatically  lead  to  a  severance  of  economic  relations,  and  to  our 
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southMvrd  advance.  At  tho  end  thore  may  bo  some  fear  of  a  clash 
witr.  Americp  rr.C.  Britain*  Ur..' or  nuch  circumstances,  tho  maintenance 
oi  trrxi  ic  or.d  trade  with  all  the  American  and  tho  Britiah  possessions 
will  bo  difficult  and  ir.  tho  end  I  boliovo  that  all  International 
rolationa  vlll  orabnbly  bo  severed.
